SUPOSE CAM Titles: 


1. INT. THE BASEMENT. 


(AS THE CHIEF 
CARETAKER FALLS 
INTO THE ROOM, 
THE 'NO ENTRY' 
DOOR SHUTS 
BEHIND HIM 
AMIDST SMOKE 
AND ELECTRIC 
FLASHES. 


THE DOCTOR AND 

THE THREE KANGS 
ARE STILL WATCHING 
MESMERISED SOME 
DISTANCE FROM 

BOTH THE DOOR 

AND THE SERVICE 
LIED: 


SUDDENLY THE 
'CLEANER' 

WHO HAS PUSHED 
THE CHIEF TURNS 
IN THE DOCTOR 
AND THE THREE 
KANGS' DIRECTION, 
ITS CORKSCREW 
BLADE WHIRRING. 


IT IS QUICKLY 
JOINED BY 
ANOTHER 'CLEANER' 
ARMED WITH 
DANGEROUS 
LOOKING CLAWS. 


THEY START MOVING 
TOWARDS THE DOCTOR 
AND THE KANGS) 


BIN LINER: Ware Cleaners! 


THE DOCTOR: Quick! To the lift. 


BIN LINER: Wait, Doctor. 


(THE KANGS RAISE 
THEIR CROSSBOWS. 


THE THREE KANGS 
FIRE. THE ARROWS 
FLY TOWARDS THE 
"CLEANERS'. 


THEY STICK INTO 
THE 'CLEANERS' 
WHICH HAS THE 
EFFECT OF MAKING 
THEM STOP FOR A 
MOMENT ) 


BLUE KANG: Now! 


(THEY ALL RUN TO 
THE SERVICE LIFT. 


THE 'CLEANERS' 
PULL OUT THE 
ARROWS WITH THEIR 
CLAWS AND START 
UP AGAIN. 


BUT THEY REACH 
THE LIFT DOOR 
JUST AS IT SHUTS 
AND THEY ARE LEFT 
BEHIND. 


MEANWHILE OMINOUS 
NOISES COME FROM 
BEHIND THE CLOSED 
DOOR) 


2. INT. SWIMMING POOL. (LOCATION) 


(SOFT MUZAK. 
BRIGHT LIGHTS. 


MEL AND PEX 

ARE ADVANCING 
INTO THE SWIMMING 
POOL STARING 
ABOUT THEM AS 
THEY DO SO. 


PEX IS DISTINCTLY 
NERVOUS ) 


MEL: (ELATED) I just don't believe 
it, I really don't. And look, there 
ess 


(THE SWIMMING 
POOL IS FINALLY 
SEEN. IT ISA 
LAVISH INDOOR 
POOL WITH 
POTTED PLANTS, 
POOLSIDE 
LOUNGERS AND 
GLEAMING TILES. 


I” 0S ALL. SPOTLESS 
AND COMPLETELY 
EMPTY ) 


It's just the sort of pool I've 
dreamed about. Why don't the 
residents of the Towers ever use it, 
Pex? 


PEX: It's the home of the unalive. 
We should not be here. 


MEL: I think that's all nonsense. 
Don't you think it's wonderful to be 
somewhere calm and clean and relaxing. 


PEX: It makes me nervous. 


MEL: Everything makes you 
nervous. I'm glad this is where 
I agreed to meet the Doctor. 
Aren't you going to have a swim? 


(PEX SHAKES 
HIS HEAD) 


I really don't understand you. I 
think all that talk about it being 
dangerous is just a trick by the 
Caretakers so that they don't have 

to come and clean the pool up all 

the time. Come on, let's investigate. 


(SHE SITS ON A 
LOUNGER BY THE 
POOL SIDE AND 
STRETCHES 
LUXURIOUSLY. 


PEX DOES A NERVY 
RECONNAISANCE 

OF THE POOL BEFORE 
PERCHING UNHAPPILY 
ON THE EDGE OF THE 
NEXT LOUNGER) 


Just a few minutes to take the weight 
off my feet and then it's straight 
into that lovely cool water. 


(THE WATER LOOKS 
CLEAR AND INVITING. 


THEN A SINISTER 
LOOKING METAL 
PERISCOPE SURFACES 
JUST FOR A MOMENT 
BEFORE SINKING 
BACK INTO THE POOL) 
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3. INT. SQUARE. 


(THE KANGS ARE 
RUSHING ACROSS 
BUT THE DOCTOR 
IS STARTING 
TO LAG BEHIND) 


THE DOCTOR: Just a moment! Could 
we stop please! The immediate 
danger's over and I wouldn't mind 
getting my breath back. 


BLUE KANG: (ADMIRINGLY) The Doctor 
really is icehot. Not a yawny 
oldster. 


THE DOCTOR: (TO BLUE KANG) You 
understand now the danger we are all 
in. We should gather all the Kangs 
together. 


(THE BLUE KANG 
NODS ) 


FIRE ESCAPE: (WONDERINGLY) And 
is the Chief Caretaker unalive? 


THE DOCTOR: As himself yes. But 
you saw what happened. Up to now 
Kroagnon has been simply. a mind without 


a body as your parents must BENG left 
laGhits  (Kelohae Gas) a 
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THE DOCTOR: (cont) However, I 
fear he may have spent his time 
down there devising a means to 
perform corpoelectroscopy - a 

way of transplanting his brilliant 
brain into some host body. 


BIN LINER: And what's the comeout, 
Doctor? 


THE DOCTOR: I can't be sure. But 
Kroagnon won't choose to stay shut 
up in his Basement much longer. He's 
bound to show himself - in one form 
or another. 


4. INT. BASEMENT. 


(MUCH ROARING. 
THE 'NO ENTRY' 
DOOR BURSTS 
NOISILY OPEN. 
OUT COMES THE 
CHIEF CARETAKER 
BUT THE CHIEF 
CARETAKER 
TRANSFORMED 
INTO A ZOMBIE- 
LIKE BODY FOR 
THE GREAT 
ARCHITECT. 


HIS FACE IS PALE 
AND STRANGELY 
COLOURED, HIS 
MOVEMENTS MORE 
ROBOTIC AND 

HIS VOICE MORE 
MECHANICAL AND 
MUCH MUCH SOFTER 
THAN BEFORE. 


HIS THREADBARE 
UNIFORM, HOWEVER, 
IS NOW GLISTENING 
AND NEW. (THE 
CHARACTER IS 
STILL DESCRIBED 
HERE AS "CHIEF"). 


THE FANG-LIKE 
PLUG WITH ITS 
WIRE IS STILL 
ATTACHED TO 
HIS NECK. 


HE ADVANCES A 
FEW STEPS) 


CHIEF: Attention all Robotic 
Cleaners ... Attention all Robotic 
Cleaners ... 


(THE 'CLEANERS' 
GATHER TO LISTEN 
TO HEMl EE: 
TRIUMPHANTLY 
PULLS THE PLUG 
FROM HIS NECK 
AS THEY ASSEMBLE) 


(SOFTLY) At last Kroagnon can leave 
the basement prison they trapped his 
bodyless brain in and return in 

this borrowed body to the corridors 
and lifts of his own creation 
(GROWING IN POWER) Paradise Towers 
has become filthy, crumbling and 
broken-down, a disgrace to me, the 
Great Architect who built it. And 
who is responsible for this disgusting 
mess? People are responsible, that 
is who. Dirty, untidy creatures 

of flesh and blood who should never 
have been allowed to pollute this 
beautiful environment. They buried 
me away because I wanted to stop them 
using the Towers. And now it is your 
job to destroy them. All of them! 


(HOLD ON HIS 
CRAZED FACE) 
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5. INT. SWIMMING POOL. 


(MUZAK. PEX IS 
PERCHED ON THE 
LOUNGER STARING 
INTO THE POOL. 


MEL IS SWIMMING 
ABOUT IN THE 
POOL ) 
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MEL: Mmm, the water's 
lovely. You really ought to come 
and join me, Pex. It'd do you 

the world of good and there's 
absolutely nothing to be frightened 
of. Look. 


(SUDDENLY A HUGE 
METALLIC CLEANER- 
STYLE CLAW COMES 
UP IN THE POOL 
BEHIND HER AND 
GRABS HER. IT 
BELONGS ALONG 
WITH THE 
PERISCOPE TO 
A UNDERWATER 
"CLEANER' PLANTED 
IN THE POOL. 


MEL STARTS TO 
SCREAM AND STRUGGLE 
IN THE WATER. 


PEX WATCHES 


HELPLESSLY 
FROM THE SIDE) 
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6. INT. RED KANGS HEADQUARTERS. 


(THE DOCTOR IS 
STANDING BY 

BIN LINER WHO 

IS ON THE DRINKS 
MACHINE PHONE. 


OTHER KANGS, 

RED AND BLUE, 

ARE PREPARING 
WEAPONS, CHECKING 
PLANS ETC.) 


BIN LINER: Fire Escape says 
Cleaners are on Floor twenty-three 
now in force full. 


THE DOCTOR: He's taking over the 
Towers floor by floor. 


BIN LINER: (ON PHONE) Return to 
Red Kang base and Ware Cleaners. 
Build High for Happiness. 


(SHE PUTS THE 
PHONE DOWN) 


THE DOCTOR: Fire Escape is coming 
to join us? 


(BIN LINER 
NODS) 


Are all Kangs here, Blue and Red? 


BLUE KANG; Yes. But for - 


THE DOCTOR: (KINDLY) Those who 
are already unalive? 
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BLUE KANG: (NODDING) Yes. 


THE DOCTOR: Then when Fire Escape 
returns, we must all make for the 
great pool in the sky. 


BIN LINER: (SHAKING HER HEAD) No 
ball games. No fly posts. No 
visitors to the pool in the sky. 


THE DOCTOR: (GENTLY) Bin Liner, 
listen. You've got to forget your 
old fears. We need time to think 
and plan. The Cleaners could be 
here in no time at all at the rate 
they're going. The pool in the 
sky is the only place we can go. 


(BIN LINER AND 
BLUE KANG LOOK 
HESITANT) 


Mel will be there. We will be safe. 
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7. INT. SWIMMING POOL. 


(MEL IS STILL 

IN THE WATER 
FRANTICALLY 
STRUGGLING WITH 
THE UNDERWATER 
‘CLEANER'. 


PEX STANDS 
PANICKING 
INEFFECTUALLY 
ON THE SIDE IN 
THE MANNER OF 
HEROINES IN 
ACTION MOVIES) 


MEL: Help, Pex, help. Do something. 
PEX: What shall I do? 
MEL: Anything. 

(PEX IS THOUGHTFUL 


FOR A MOMENT. 


THE STRUGGLE 
CONTINUES IN 
THE WATER, 
THEN: ) 


PEX: Help! Help! 


MEL: Can't you think of anything 
else? (eont .3:./) 


(MEL HAS MANAGED 

TO GET HERSELF BACK 
TOWARDS THE 

STEPS WITH THE 
CREATURE'S CLAWS 
STILL SNAPPING 

AWAY AROUND HER) 
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MEL: (cont) Quick! Give me that! 


(SHE POINTS TO 

THE GUN THAT 

PEX HAS BEEN 
CARRYING THROUGH 
THE STORY WITHOUT 
EVER USING. 


SHE EDGES 
HERSELF STILL 
NEARER THE STEPS) 


Come on! 


(RELUCTANTLY PEX 
EDGES NEAR THE 
CREATURE IN ORDER 
TO HAND HER THE 
GUN. 


MEL GRABS IT 

AND STARTS TO 
HIT THE CREATURE 
WITH IT. 


IT DRAWS BACK 
ENOUGH FOR HER 
TO MAKE IT OUT 
OF THE POOL. 


SHE THEN AIMS 
THE GUN AND 
PREPARES TO 
PIRE, DD 


PEX PUTS HIS 
FINGERS TO HIS 
EARS. 


MEL FIRES. THE 
GUN GOES OFF AND 
WITH A HISS THE 
MECHANICAL 
CREATURE SINKS 
BACK INTO THE 
WATER. 


MEL BREATHES A 
SIGH OF RELIEF. 
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PEX UNBLOCKS 
HIS EARS AND 
STARES DOWN

PEX: I did warn you. 


MEL: (NODDING WEARILY) I know. 
(PAUSE) Somebody somewhere doesn't 
like the idea of people enjoying a 
nice quiet dip in the pool, do 
they? 
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8. INT. CARETAKERS' HEADQUARTERS. 


(A WORRIED- 
LOOKING DEPUTY 
CHIEF IS AT 
THE CHIEF'S 
INTERCOM) 


DEPUTY: ‘Chiek 1... Chref .-.. 


(HE SHAKES HIS 

HEAD DESPAIRINGLY 
THEN MAKES A 
MOMENTOUS DECISION. 
HE SPEAKS INTO 

THE INTERCOM AGAIN) 


Attention all Caretakers. Emergency 
Regulation ZZZ is now in operation. 
This over-rides all other rules and 
regulations. Repeat. This over- 
rides all other rules and regulations. 
All Caretakers are to act with 
extreme caution and get back here as 
fast as they can. (PANIC STARTS 

TO BREAK) As fast as they can! 
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9 INT. SPREBT. 


(A CARETAKER IS 
WALKING ALONG. 
HE STOPS AS HE 
SEES AHEAD TWO 
"CLEANERS ' 
SPRAYING OUT 
EVIL-LOOKING 
SMOKE. 


HE IS ABOUT 
TO TURN WHEN 
A VOICE STOPS 
HIM) 


CHIEF: No, no, Caretaker 49 
stroke 7 subsection five, don't 
go away. Orders is orders and 
your Chief wants you to stay. 


(WE MOVE CLOSER 
TO THE 'CLEANERS' 
AND BEHIND THEM 
THE ZOMBIFIED 
"CHIEF' APPEARS, 
GLIMPSED THROUGH 
THEIR EVIL SMOKE) 


After all, we all have a duty to make 
Sure Paradise Towers is made 
thoroughly clean, don't we? 


(HE SMILES AS 
ONLY A ZOMBIE 
CAN) 
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10. INT. SWIMMING POOL. 


(MEL BACK IN 

HER ORDINARY 
CLOTHES IS 
LYING EXHAUSTED 
ON A LOUNGER, 
PEX'S WEAPON 

BY HER SIDE. 


PEX PACES 
ANXIOUSLY. 


SOFT MUZAK 
AS BEFORE) 
MEI SPex: = 


PEX: What? 


MEL: I'm sorry. I do understand 
now why people don't dare to come 
here. You were right. 


PEX: Do we have to stay then? 


MEL: Till the Doctor arrives at 
least. You may as well sit down 
and enjoy the music. 


(A RUSTLING 
SOUND COMES 
FROM ONE OF 
THE CUBICLES) 


What's that? 


PEX: (NERVOUSLY) Where? 
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MEL: There's a rustling sound 


coming from over there. 


PEX: I only checked it a few 
Minutes ago. 


MEL: Shall I go? 


PEX: If you want. 


(MEL GETS UP 
WEARILY AND 
WALKS TOWARDS 
THE CUBICLE. 


THE CURTAIN ON 
THE CUBICLE 
RUSTLES MORE 
OBVIOUSLY. 


SHE GETS CLOSER. 
RUSTLING CONTINUES. 


FINALLY SHE GETS 
UP HER COURAGE 
TO PULL BACK THE 
CURTAIN. 


THERE IS NOTHING 
INSIDE THE 
CUBICLE. 


SHE CLOSES THE 
CURTAIN AGAIN 
WITH A SIGH OF 
RELIEF) 


(EDGING CLOSER) Nothing there? 


MEL: No. 


PEX: Sure? 


MEL: Of course. Take a look 
yourself if you like. (cont 
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(MEL PULLS BACK 
THE CURTAIN 

AGAIN - REVEALING 
A BEAMING DOCTOR 
STANDING THERE 

IN THE CUBICLE. 


MEL AND PEX 
STARE OPEN- 
MOUTHED ) 


MEL: (cont) Doctor! 


THE DOCTOR: Sorry to give you such 
a shock, Mel. 


(POINTING TO WALL 
OR FLOOR AS 
APPROPRIATE) 


But this is where the Cleaners' 
service lift appears to come up. 


(HE STEPS OUT 
OF THE CUBICLE 
AND DRAWS THE 
CURTAIN) 


MEL: (HUGGING HIM) Oh, Doctor, 
it's so good to see you. 


THE DOCTOR: And you, Mel. By the 
way, I believe you've met my 
friends before. 


(HE DRAWS BACK 
THE CURTAIN 
AGAIN AND THERE 
ARE BIN LINER, 
FIRE ESCAPE 

AND THE BLUE 
KANG }) 
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ll. INT. STAIRCASE INTO LIFT AREA. 


(A CARETAKER 

RUNS FRANTICALLY 
DOWN THE STAIRS 
AND COLLAPSES 
COUGHING IN THE 
LIFT APPROACH 
AREA. 


THE 'CLEANERS' 
APPEAR BEHIND 
HIM SPRAYING 
FUMES. 


THE ‘CHIEF' 
BRINGING UP THE 
REAR PICKS HIS 
WAY OVER THE 
COLLAPSED 
CARETAKER, 
PAUSING TO 

LOOK DOWN) 


CHIEF: We'll be back to collect 
the rubbish later. 


(HE MOVES ON 
MUTTERING HALF 
TO HIMSELF: ) 


Search hard, my Cleaners. Bring 
them all out, all the nasty human 
beings. Caretakers, Residents, 
Kangs, all of them... 


(HE FOLLOWS 
THE 'CLEANERS' 
DOWN THE STREET)

12. INT. SWIMMING POOL. 


(MEL AND 
THE DOCTOR 
ARE SEATED 
TALKING. 


THE KANGS ARE 

A SHORT WAY 

AWAY RESTING 

AND OCCASIONALLY 
STARING AT PEX, 
WHO IS FEELING 
SLIGHTLY OUT 

OF IT) 


THE DOCTOR: I'm very sorry you 
haven't got your swim, Mel. 


MEL: It's not your fault, Doctor. 


THE DOCTOR: But you've not had any 
Eroublewsmnce =... Since) 2... 
(HE INDICATES THE WATER) 


MEL: No, I - we - finally shot 
whatever it was and the pool's been 
quiet since. But imagine building 
this beautiful pool and then filling 
it with mechanical killers. Shows 
rather a warped sense of humour, 

it seems to me. 


THE DOCTOR: Very characteristic of 
the Great Architect, I'm afraid. 
The whole of the Towers would have 
been like this pool if he'd had his 
way. 


MEL: And you're sure Kroagnon's 
been let loose again? 
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THE DOCTOR: Very much so. Thanks 
mainly to the Chief Caretaker. But 
we know so little about his plans. 
That's what so worrying. He's had 
years to brood over what he wants 
to do. We've no time at all to 
come up with a counterplan. 


(THEY CARRY ON 
TALKING BUT 

WE MOVE TO WHERE 
THE KANGS HAVE 
TURNED THEIR 
ATTENTION TO PEX) 


BIN LINER: How scaredy cat, Pex, 
then? 


(PEX DOES 
NOT REPLY) 


FIRE ESCAPE: Did Mel make the 
creature unalive for you? 


BLUE KANG: And stop you being taken 
to the Cleaners? 


(PEX NODS 
RELUCTANTLY ) 


FIRE ESCAPE: Then Mel is a Kang 
after all. 


RPEXs: I ‘didimy bit. (PAUSE) I'm 
Pex: iI"11 show you all yet. I 
will put the world of Paradise 
Towers to rights. 


BIN LINER: Oh yes? 


PEX: Yes. 


BIN LINER: How'll you do it? 
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PEX: (LAMELY) You'll see. 


FIRE ESCAPE: {SHAKING HER HEAD) 
No, we won't. You're a cowardly 
cutlet, Pex. When the in-betweens 
went to fight, you hid. You'll 
always hide. Always. 


(MEL BECOMES 
AWARE OF WHAT'S 
- GOING ON) 


MEL: They shouldn't treat him 
like that. 


THE DOCTOR: (BROODING OVER THE 
IMPLICATIONS) It's the problem of 
Paradise Towers in a nutshell, I'm 
afraid. The Blue Kangs didn't trust 
the Red Kangs. None of them trust 
the Caretakers. The Rezzies, from 
your account, prey on whoever they 
can and trust no-one either. And 
all of them despise poor old Pex. 
The Great Architect must be delighted. 
(HE SIGHS) How ever are we going to 
unite all the people of Paradise 
Towers to defeat him? 


MEL: We'll find a way. We have to. 


(THE KANGS START 
LAUGHING MOCKINGLY 
AND PEX GETS UP 
AND WALKS AWAY 
TOWARDS THE EXIT 
FROM THE POOL) 


KANGS: (CHANTING) He's a cowardly 
cutlet, he's a cowardly cutlet ... 


MEL: Pex, don't go ... Pex ... 
POX) <0 
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(BUT PEX HAS 
SUDDENLY STOPPED 
HALF WAY TO 

THE EXIT. HE 
STARES AHEAD OF 
HIM DISBELIEVINGLY. 


THE OTHERS ALSO 
ALL LOOK TOWARDS 
THE EXIT AND ARE 
SURPRISED BY 
WHAT THEY SEE. 


THERE STANDING 
IN THE ENTRANCE 
TO THE POOL IS 
MADDY, THE 
REZZIE, LOOKING 
RATHER SELF- 
CONSCIOUS )

(THE DEPUTY IS 
IN THE CHIEF'S 
SEAT CLOSE TO 
DESPAIR. 


THE DOOR SLIDES 
OPEN BEHIND HIM. 


HE RISES TO HIS 
FEET. 


IN THE DOOR 

STANDS THE ‘CHIEF', 
WITH A COUPLE OF 
CLEANERS BEHIND 
HIM. 


THE DOOR REMAINS 
OPEN) 


DEPUTY: Why, Chief, I thought you 
were lost. I - 


(HE STOPS IN 
SOME CONFUSION 
AS THE 'CHIEF* 
LURCHES IN) 


CHIEF: The Towers have become 
appallingly dirty. 


DEPUTY: Sorry, Chief.

DEPUTY: Of course, Chief, unless ... 
CHIEF: (DANGEROUSLY) Unless ... 


(THE DEPUTY CHIEF 
TAKES A GOOD LOOK 
AT THE 'CHIEF'S' 
CRAZED FACE AND 
STARTS TO EDGE 
HIS WAY TOWARDS 
THE DOOR) 


DEPUTY: Well, Chief, I think you 
may recall that there are certain 
Cases specified when the Rule Book 
can be overridden. And that's 
when the Chief Caretaker ..... 


(HE IS AT THE DOOR) 


CHIEF: Yes? 


DEPUTY: Just isn't the Chief 


Caretaker... 
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(THE DEPUTY 

DISAPPEARS

MADDY: The Cleaners have reached 

to about Floor one hundred and fifteen 
now. All the Rezzies who can have 
moved up to Higher floors but not 
everyone was quick enough. 


THE DOCTOR: And you're sure that 
the person ordering the Cleaners 
to do this looked like the Chief 
Caretaker? 


(MADDY NODS) 


BIN LINER: But he's unalive, Doctor, 
we saw it. 


THE DOCTOR: Exactly. So the Great 
Architect has made use of his body. 


MEL: You mean, it may look like 
the Chief Caretaker but there's no 
way it's him inside? 


THE DOCTOR: Precisely. At least 
we all know what we're looking for 
now. 


(FIRE ESCAPE 
FIERCELY, POINTING 
TO MADDY) 


FIRE ESCAPE: Why should we believe 
her? Rezzies are full of untruth
